known until Bunkers confessed. That 
was about z. month ago, and at that 
time no effort was made to apprehend 
Lee, though he might have been taken 
into custody at any time; he was nor 
even subpoenaed, for if his connection 
with the crime was known it was fear- 
ed that an effort -would be made to 
"reach" him. When it was known that 
the fact of Bunkers confession was to 
be published, then Lee was grabbed, 
and, to prevent any one from telling 
him to "stand pat," or whispering to 
him while in custody, he was hurried 
on a river ste-amer and taken to Sacra- 
mento, where he has since remained 
'^incommunicado" to all but the offi- 
cers of the court

viewer, who knew the Bunkers of a year 
ago, 
stepped Into the jail corridor and 
asked to see him the jailer said: "There 
stands Bunkers right in front of you," 
and so he was, but the caller had to 
ook twice to be convinced 
From a 
•ound-paunched, meal-sack shape Bunk- 
ers has reduced to 175 pounds, hard- 
muscled and as active and supple as a 
cat, but his color Is bad, and a pair of 
blue-white lips tell of a depressed heart.

As the rise of the water at high tide 
is between six and seven feet above 
the" low tide mark this deepening will 
permit vessels drawing twenty-five or

In 
addition to this at the lowest stage of 
the water there will be five feet more 
water than in the harbor in this sec- 
tion, as none has a depth to exceed 20 
feet at low tide. 


This will mean that the largest sea- 


going vessels can safely come into 
and go out of Oakland harbor on the 
high tide and all under the very deep- 
est draught will be able to use the 
channel'in the lowest stage of the wa- 
ter.

RIGHTS OF BANKS. 


"Section 674 of the Civil Code of Cal- 


ifornia, 
enacted March 21, 1872,

amended in 1873-74, is very explicit upon 
the rights of banks purchasing or holding 
shares In oth'>r corporations Subdivision 
6 of that act reads: 
" 'No such corporation, savings bank, 


must purchase, hold or convey bonds, se- 
curities 
or evidences 
of Indebtedness, 


public or private, except 
bonds of the 


United States, of the Stats of California, 
and of the counties, cities or cities and 
counties, or towns or school districts of 
the State of California, or bonds of rail- 
road or street railroad corporations own- 
ing property and having their principal 
place of business In the State of Callfor- 


I nla, unless such corporation has a capital 


slock or reserve fund paid la of not less 
than $100,000.' " 


Until -.he Attorney-General called at- 


tention to it, *he law has not been ob- 
served by many bankers 
in California. 


When tha Attorney-General rendered his 
opinion and made It clear that the banks 
weie aetlng regardless of the law, it was 
feared that the Bank Commissioners 
would 
demand 
immediate compliance 


with the law, which would disturb finan- 
cial conditions 
The Commissioners ad- 


vised all bankers that they would 
be 


given ample time to adjust matters to 
the new conditions.

Italy and after visiting the 'Italian Paris' 
for two or tbrea days we continued on up 
Into the Italian lake district, where one 
might spend the rest of his Ufa f»id 
never tire of the beautiful scenery. 


"The roads In Italy cannot now com- 


pare with those. In France, but in a short 
time they will probably equal them as the 
Automobile Club of Italy is doing all In 
its power to perfect the roads, and the 
work Is being done rapidly. 


"It was very warm in Italy, so in due 


time we made our way over the Slmplon 
Pass, Into Switzerland, where the roads 
are good, but narrow, and the laws very 
rigid with regard to tha speed of autos, 
and the roads they are allowed to travel. 
In fact, in crossing the Slmplon, we were 
forced to use four horses to make the 
ascent as we were not permitted to USB 
any of the machine's power whatever, 
owing to the fear the diligent horses 
nave of the automobiles. The Simplon 
Pass alone is worth a trip to Europe, so 
I was not disappointed that we had to 
take it slowly, being able to see it so 


Liich the better. 
"In Switzerland we visited Lake Ge- 


neva, and Lake Neuchatel, and from the 
last piace we crossed over into France 
again, and how delighted we were to 
reach again the land of the automobile, 
for in France, the roads are such, that 
anyone not having seen 
them, cannot 


Imagine how perfect they are In every 
respect. 


"Back to Paris again, after traversing 


the most fertile and, beautiful country in 
the world. From Paris we went directly 
to London, and in England we also found 
magnificent roads, with -but one draw- 
back—most of them have high hedges on 
either side, so the automobllist does not 
sea as much of the country as he might, 
and 'the country in England being so 
t/eautiiul one hates to miss any of it. 


"After leaving London we proceeded 


by tail to Ireland and crossed the coun- 
try to Queenstown where we boarded the 
steamer 'Baltic' for home." 


During his ttip in Europe Dr. Dunn 


visited the prominent hospitals in Paris, 
London and Dublin.

A Step Toward Improvement. 


Among the ordinances finally passed by the City Council last 


evening are two which are especially indicative of the general policy 
of municipal improvement that has been outlined by the present 
administration. 
One is the substantial appropriation for the con- 


struction of a rock wall along Harrison boulevard, and the other is 
the final action of the city with relation to the placing underground 
of all wires belonging to the municipality. While the expenditure 
of no great amount of money is involved in either case, still the pas- 
sage of both ordinances is \\orthy of passing remark, as it consti- 
tutes a significant step toward the realization of Oakland beautiful. 


It has long been argued by many that the real future of Oak- 


land lies in the development of its attractions from the standpoint of 
a desirable resort and place of residence rather than in commercial 
supremacy, and it is pointed out that only as sufficient attractions 
are established can the desired influx of population, of homeseekers 
be secured. Unencumbered streets in the business section and 
boulevards and parks in the residence districts are two of the most 
important factors in this schema. Within a short time telephone, 
telegraph and light wires will have disappeared. The corporations 
have pledged themselves to do their share,' and the municipality is 
about to lead the way. 
So far as the street improvements are con- 


cerned, it is reasonable to expect, from the reforms already instituted 
by Mayor Mott and the Council, that the building of boulevards an 
beautifying of driveways will soon be a thing of the present. 


On the other hand, those who believe in the great commerci 


future of Oakland are rejoicing that the deepening of the harbor 
to be immediately carried out. Yesterday the Government awarde 
the contract, and the work is to be begun at once. The cost of th 
work will fortunately still leave one-half of the appropriation to b 
applied to other improvements than that of actual dredging.

the consequent facilities for the handling of deep-water shipping 
there is greater hope of Oakland becoming the terminal, in the tru 
sense of the word, of the trans-continental lines that run or are to b 
run into it. 


Tnese coneges ne wtsnes to encourage the adoption of tfi'e 


policy that the university idea'should be a'unifying idea in the com- 
munity, and that therefore the agricultural college work should not 
be separated from- the university. The two most important ways 
in which the^ university in recent times is gaining an influencing 
connection with public affairs are the university extension and the 
experiment station. The ideal of modern education is that it should 
bear close relation to real life work, and to this end laboratory study 
is more insisted upon. This experimental work should not lose the 
advantage of the guidance, assistance and co-operation of such other 
methods of knowledge as only a great university can afford. As the 
lecturer states it: 
"All laboratories are pedagogically valuable in 


proportion as they are in vital connection with theoretical instruc-

The point made by the lecturer from Cornell shows us the ad- 


vantage we have by our system of experiment station work in con- 
nection with the State University. It is work of that'kind that a 
university farm is mainly useful for. Such a farm should be in the 
nature of laboratory work and experiment regardless of 
whether 


the accounts of the farm show a direct profit or not. It cannot be 
made a model farm, nor a typical farm ot the State. Such farms 
are for practical farmers; but the university farm and experiment 
stations are to seek new knowledge and disseminat" it with design 
of increasing the future profits of the practical farmers, and there- 
fore cannot count the costs and estimate the profits as in an ordinary 
business.—S. F. Call.

UNIVERSITY FARMS. 


Laboratory work in connection with theoretical instruction is 


one of the main points insisted on in the August circular which the 
College of Agriculture of the University of California is sending out 
with its experiment station reports. The present circular is an ex- 
tract from a lecture delivered by Professor L. H. Bailey, of Cornell 
University, at the summer session in Berkeley. He was talking 
about present problems in agriculture, and the part of his lecture 
which the college wishes to specially call attention to is that in which 
he explains the purposes of a university farm.

Some years ago'Mr. Cleveland had five thousand dollars 
to 


spare, and Mr. Benedict obtained for him the right to subscribe for 
the stock of a projected trust company. The knowledge that the 
former President was to become one of their shareholders inspired 
the promoters with a brilliant idea. After consultation they sought 
Mr. Benedict, and through him offered Mr. Cleveland the presidency 
of the company at a salary of $50,000 a year. It was a* legitimate 
undertaking, backed by reputable men, but Mr. Cleveland somewhat 
reluctantly declined on the ground that he was unacquainted with 
the details of the business, and that the condition of his health 
would not permit of the severe application requisite, to effective ser- 
vice. Again he was urged to accept, with the assurance that his 
duties would be nominal, his mere official connection with the com- 
pany being considered sufficient recompense for his remuneration.

Mr. Brindle asserted yesterday that 
when he entered the room in an apartment on the ground floor of 1832 Lex- 
ington Avenue, he literally wiped the floor with the man and that the detec- 
tives tied up the suit of clothes in a bundle and threw It out of the window.

The detectives telephoned for 
me. I was on the spot a few minutes later, and by way of the fire escape 
we reached the window, and raising the sash went in.

He felt 
confident that the decree of absolute divorce would be granted immediately 
upon the case coming to trial, asserting that Mrs. Brindle had said that she 
would make no defense 


It was learned that the apattment in which Mrs. Brindle was found by 


her husband In the company of Meyer belongs to a dentist. 
He 
has a 


housekeeper, a Mrs Rooney, who is a friend of Mrs Brindle and who gave 
the latter hospitality while the doctor was away on a vacation. Upon his 
return he told his housekeeper that she had better ask Mrs. Brindle to go 
somewhere else, but she did not comply with his request at once. 


The dentist was very Indignant at the action of Brindle and' the detec- 


tives in breaking into his house without authority and at the resultant pub- 
licity. He said that he only heard ol it when he went to his office, where 
he was Informed by a tenant upstairs of what had happened In the night. 
Mrs. Brindle moved at once and went to live with a friend of hers In One 
Hundred and Twelfth street. She was a Miss Russ of this city, and her 
father is said to be wealthy. 


Meyer, when asked about the allegation made against him, replied that 


he had nothing to say beyond that it was a mistake and that he denied every- 
thing.

It Is the conviction of many of Walker's 


friends that his imprisonment was ths 
result of the pernicious activity of cer- 
tain American financial interests oper- 
ating In Panama mining regions. Walker 
was rent to the. Isthmian republic to 
superintend and Inspect mining property 
leased by private interests in Detroit and 
Pontiac. 
Before 
operations 
were well 


under way It developed the validity of the 
lease had not been conclusively' estab- 
lished. Walker disappeared, it is alleged. 
He was finally located at a prison in the 
mountains miles from the Pacific Coast 
in the province of Veraguez. Here it is 
said he submitted to outrageous treat- 
ment, very little food was given him. 
Bugs and worms crawled about the filthy 
dungeon. The environments Quickly told 
on his mind and body, and before rellei 
came he became'enfeebled and demented. 


When it was discovered that Walker 


had been cast into prison, an appeal was 
cariied" to the United States Consul at 
Panama and a demand made for Walker's 
release 
The prisoner was carried from 


the cell almost a wreck. He was taken 
to Panama and given medical treatment. 
His relatives were notified and a guar- 
antee of expenses for his return was 
mraediately cabled. 
The whole affair will be thoroughly jn-
